At one time last week it looked 
as if the leg would have to be amputated 
at the great risk of his life. The people 
_of South Carolina need Wade Hampton’s 
sagacious leadership through the troubles 
that the radical leaders at Washington 
are trying to bring upon them; for he is 
a man that never slops over. 


Tux middle line is the true line on the 
currency question. This line, that the 
democratic party should be united on, 
lies just midway between inflation and 
the fiat nonsense on the one hand and 
contraction and the exclusive gold-stand- 
ard outrage on the other. At present this 
middle conservative policy calls for no 
aggressive action beyond preparations 
for a gradual substitution of treasury 
notes for national bank notes. The 
scheme of the nullifiers must be defeated, 
of course, but beyond that the democrats 
should at present be content with the 
issuance of one kind of money for the 
people. Resumption should have a fair 
trial, now that the country has outlived 
the preliminary agony. 

John Chinaman asa Citizen. 

The judge of a local court in New York 
city has naturalized Wong Ah Yee, a 
Chinaman, who,has resided in New York 
eight years. He has accumulated con- 
siderable wealth and a considerable 
knowledge of the EnglishNanguage. He 
proposes to judicially ascertain whether 
he has any claim to citizenship. The San 
Francisco judges, notably Judge Sawyer, 
of the United States circuit court, hold 
that a Chinaman, being neither a white 
person nor a negro, cannot be natualized. 
Judge Choate,of the United States circuit 
courtin New York,very properly followed 
suit; but the judge of the state court de- 
cided that a Chinaman was on the same 
footing under the naturalization law with 
a Turk, a German, a Persian, or 
a Frenchman. He reversed, in 
a word, the law and public 
sentiment that have nothing better to 
rest upon than hoodlumism. This action 
of the New York judge brings the 
Chinese question to the front again in a 
new and very ‘interesting light. The 
deadlock between the New York and San 
Francisco judiciary will, of course, be 
broken in due time by a decision in the 
United States supreme court. It doesnot 
appear that any one is prepared to con- 
test the right of Mr. Yee to citizenship in 
New York, buta case will doubtless be 
made up for the purpose of obtaining a 
final adjudication of the question. There 
is little doubt of the result. The be- 
gowned judgesof the highest court will 
look wise and solemn, but they will 
assuredly declare in the end that John, 
if, he behaves himself, is as good as Sambo 
before the law. 


The Geoch Case. 


That a lady with such an unfortunate 
name as that of Gooch should have at- 
tempted to take a hint from Charles 
Reade’s coarse and uncouth novel of “A 
Terrible Temptation” almost surpasses 
understanding, but the papers inform 
us that such an attempt has been made in 
England. The husband of the woman, it 
seems, is named Sir Francis Gooch, and 
his wife insanely attempted to palm off 
upon him a child that she had procured 
from some hospital or infirmary.It seems 
that under the will of his father Sir Fran- 
cis inherited an estate of £25,000 on the 
decease of his elder brother. He had a 
younger brother, after whom the widow 
of the elder brother would succeed. At 
the age of 21 Sir Francis met his present 
wife and shortiy afterward married her. 
From the evidence it appears that there 
was a design on the part of Lady Gooch 
to prevent the brother of Sir Francis, 
or Lady Eleanor Gooch, from inheriting 
this property by means of the child which 
she desired to palm off on her husband. 
After the marriage of the parties and dur- 
ing the absence of Sir Francis from Lon- 
don, a child was born, which died seven 
months afterward. Shortly thereafter 
Lady Gooch made representations to her 
husband that excited his suspicions and 
the suspicions were verified by the ex- 
amination of the family physician. The 
woman persisted, ‘however, that her 
statements were correct. She was watched, 
and when the time came a hireling smug- 
gled a month-old baby in the hotel, and 
Lady Gooch pretended that it was hers. 
It isa very sorrowful affair all the way 
through, and the only responsible solu- 
tion of the whole business is that Lady 

is a victim of emotional insanity. 
In our own great and glorious country 
emotional insanity is the excuse for many 
and various crimes, and we see no reason 
why such crimes cannot be condoned in 
England, It is.true we have rarely had 
an exhibition of-such depraved criminal- 
ity in this country, but the more fia- 
grant the-crime, the more certain that in- 
sanity has In New 
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history during. the colonial and rev- 
olutionary days»:<Rut there is no work 
that even pretends te give any history of 
our later days—none that deals with the 
events of the pags fifty years.” With no 
written date-on this ev and exten- 
sive period, we titist “depetid entirely 
upon tradition. ‘The “oldest inhabitant” 
must become. the historian’of the locality 
in which his life has been: passed. We 
must rély ipon the memory of these old 
men to fill in all the details of sentiment 
and event that general historians do- not 
grasp, and that are yet so necessary to 2 
proper understanding of our great past. 

There is no doubt that each county can 
furnish some gentleman whose memory 
or tradition runs back to the primeval 
days of the neighborhood, atid’who can 
record in simple.and trusty style 
the great and small events. of 
the past in his lécality. In Wilkes, Col- 
onel Barnett could write such a history; 
in Fulton, Mr. Norcross could do the work; 
in Clarke, Mr. John Calvin Johnson 
would bean efficient compiler, and for 
Floyd, Major Smith. In every county 
some suitable man could be found who 
would be willing and ableto do the work. 
These local records should then be placed 
in the archives of the state to await the 
hand of the historian. That some com- 
petent man could be found to compile 
these records and give shape and empha- 
sisto the current of events cannot be | 
doubted. Indeed, it is said that Mr. 
Stephens has already expressed his pur- 
pose of writing a history of the state. 
His work would be rendered easy and 
certain, probably, by the making up of 
these local records. 

But if this work is to be done at all it 
must be done quickly. Ina few years 
the men whose memories reach into the 
dim past will have been laid away and 
Georgia will have been left without any 
records for her history with a gap of fifty 
years of blank ignorance in her existence. 
Will the historical society not take this 
in hand? If not, will the press—poten- 
tial in such a matter if it will only inter- 
est itselfi—take hold of the matter and 
work it toa consummation? A more es- 
sential matter cannot engage their atten- 
tion. te 

Grant asa Hing. 

It is stated upon the highest authority 
that General Grant has been offered the 
throne of Bulgaria. We trust this is 
true; we trust it is reliable. Nothing 
would give us more pleasure than to 
know that such a breezy position had 
been offered to what Boss Shepherd cal!s 
“our greatest living Americen.”’ Herich- 
ly deserves the honor. His motto, in- 
vented by one of his private secretaries, 
or by one of what Colonel Johnny Cock- 
erill, of the Baltiniore Gazette, would call 
his A. D. . Kong, is “Let 
us have peace” and if ever 
a distracted country needed peace it is 
Bulgaria. Itis suggested by the paper 
presided over by Mr. Jeems Gordong 
Bennett’s really talented subordinates, 
that our great American hero would 
probably refuse the honors and dignities 
of the position, but such a contingency is 
not to be thought of for a moment. It is 
absurd to thrust the idea in the faces of 
civilized Americans. Was our great gen- 
eral ever known to refuse anything ex- 
cept something which, by accident, he 
would feel called upon tod pay for? 
Perish the thought that such a noble 
statesman and commander could go con- 
trary to the behests of his training and 
his conscience. The Herald (conducted 
by Mr. Jeems Gordong Bennett’s really 
able subordinates), while formerly op- 
posed to a third term as looking in the 
direction of :Cesarism, is now apparently 
in favor of testing the moot question as 
to whether the Galena,galoot is really in 
possession of an iron hand, and it 
protests most admirably in the ex- 
cellent English for which it is 
noted, against his acceptance of the 
throne of Bulgaria. Qur sympathies 
are all the other way. We are desirous 
that he should test the European meth- 
ods of preserving peace, so that, in care of 
necessity, he can enforce them here when 
he is re-elected tothe presidency by the 
aid of the eminent carpet-baggers who 
edit the New York Herald. It may be 
added that if General Grant has really 
been offered the Bulgarian throne, he 
will accept. The entire report is probably 
inspired by John Russell Young. 

A Legislative Recess. 

The senate yesterday adopted a résolu- 
tion favoring a recess of the present gen- 
eral assembly, beginning on the 12th 
inst. and ending on the first Wednesday 
in July, 1879, when the session should be 
resumed. The reasons for such action 
are so patent and so economic as to leave 
little doubt of the concurrence of the 
house in the resolution. The general as- 
sembly has upon its handsa work of Her- 
culean proportions, in that it is. called 
upon to adapt the statute laws of thestate 
to the requirements of the new constitu- 
tion. The magnitude and difficulties of 
this work were not dreamed of until the 
business of the present session began to 
take shape. To hastily or inconsiderate- 
ly pass a single act is. to raise new 
complications between the constitutional 
and statutory law of the. state. The 
efforts at legislation thus far made have 
fully demonstrated how careful and pru- 
dent must be every act of the general as- 
sembly. The public laws may bein some 
degree reformed and perfected during an 
extension of the present. sitting of the 
assembly, but the “provision of the new 
constitution upon special and ‘Iécal bills 
has necessitated the preliminary legisla- 
tion that is just completed. 

Under the provisions of the act just. 
passed regulating the manner of giving 
legal notice of an intention’ to’ ititroduce 
matters of special and local legislation,an 
extension of the session to await such 
notices would be an enormous expense of 
both time and money. To. adjourn 
sine die without giving 
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which the local requirements; of ovr 
state communities may be canvassed and 
quately advertised ‘before its introduction 
into the general assembly.” Sacha course 
will tend to give entire satisfaction to the 
people at large, and avill greatly facilitate 
and strengthen the“legislation then had. 
It will algo prove wise economy by short- 
ening’ the labors of both sittings of the 
asserably.

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The National Grange. 

The twelvth session of he National 
grange was brought to 4 close last. Satur- 
day at Richmond, after nine days’ work 
in the interest of the order. Nearly every 
state was represented ; but the Richitiond 
papers have not given us any facts upon 
which we can tell whether,.the order isin 
a declining ora prtosperous condition— 
none upon which we can base any. .¢sti- 
mate of its present strength. We, there- 
fore, assume that itis holding its own, 
and is in many states reasonably strong.

3. We shall accord to other industries.all 
the rights, privileges, and immunities 
which we claim for our own, and join with 
their representatives in earnest endeavors to 
impress upon the governments of states and 
nations habits of wise economy and frugality 
as essential to the thrift and prosperity of 
all the people. 

4. Weshall give constant care and atten- 
tion to the public schools, in which the 

outh of the nation are deeply imterested, 
imiting expenditures therefor only by their 
usefulnesss, striving always for that higher 
and practicable enlightenment which should 
become the distinguishing feature of a free 
people. 

At the instance of Mr. Lang, of Texas, 


the convention unanimously - declared 
that “it is contrary to the laws and pur- 
poses of the order of the patrons of hus- 
bandry fora grange—subordinate, state 
or national—to call political conventions, 
nominate candidates for political offices, 
or discuss their merits.” This takes the 
grange out of politics, but it doés not ex- 
plain how the grangers intend to gain ad- 
mission to legislatures, both state and 
federal.

The Constitution of the State and the 
Railroads—Duty of Regulation by 
Law. 

Thea somewhat famous Peter Bennett, 

when once a distinguished lawyer proposed 

to charge him a big fee, said to him: 

‘Tam in your power, but I want to teil you 

astory. I knew a man once, whose wagon 

turned over, and a copper stil! fell on his 
leg, so that he could not get up or help him- 
self. While he was in this fix, a neighbor 
passed by, and the man under the still called 
out for help. Said the friendly neigtbor, 

‘‘What will you give me to help you out?’ 

“Give!” said the other, ‘why, it won't beany 

trouble to you tolet mewut,” “Oh, but it 

will help you mightily, and you can’t get 
out without me. Say—what will = give?” 

“I'll give you aquarter.”” ‘No, I won't do 

it for that. Nothing less than ten dollars 

will satisfy me.” 

They chaffered away; the neighbor made 
a feint ag if going; the prostrate man called 
him back, and at last paid him five dollars 
to let him out. 

“That is my story,”’ said Peter to the law- 
yer. ‘Now what do you think of that 
man’s neighbor?”’ 

The lawyer saw the point andthe wit, 
and helped Peter out of his scrape fora 
moderate fee. 

Nature, not legislation, gave the lawyer 
his advantage, however, in that case. 

The story illustrates a great principle 
which found its application in the old 
common law regulation of certain things 
when the parties were not dealing on equal 
terms. 

Take the case of a ferry. The public con- 
venience requires ‘‘on the whole” that some 
one man should keep the ferry, so that when 
a traveler comes. to this, obstruction in the 
highway, some one will be on hand to help 
him across without the delay of hunting up 
aferryman, As the ferryman has to keep 
on hand, however, the law bestows on him 
a qualified monopoly. No one can compete 
with him, but the law fixes the charges; 
so much for a man, so much for a horse, so 
much for a buggy, and soon. The traveller 
might protect himself, perhaps, - going to 
another ferry, some miles up or down, but 
for the general convenience, a regulated 
meer is provided, serving a good pur- 
pose for both parties. Similar reasons re- 
quired the contro] by legislation of common 
carriers, common inns, ete. 

The great underlying principle of it all is 
not far to seek. It is to provide for the pub- 
lic convenience, by arrangements equitable 
tosboth sides. When the parties are not on 
equal terms, such legislation 
is intended to make the citizen, plus the law, 
equal to the monopolist plus the law. 

Upon this principle it 1s that the law pro- 
tects infants and imbeciles—their contracts 
do not bind them, because they do not con- 
tract on,equal terms. 

It is often difficult, yet none the less iin- 
portant, to make proper provision for the 
numerous exigencies, which from time to 
time arise. Itisone form of the greatest 

roblem of the present age—the relations 

‘tween capital and labor—between capital 
that cannot afford to wait, and labor which 
cannot. . 

Many thoughtful contributions have been 
made to this momentous problem. It iseven 
to-day the question af questions in this 
country and abroad. [t is the question 
which must be settled ip order to lay social- 
ism and communism, strikes and unions. 
And it isa growing question. Itisnomean 
aid to any such problem even to state it 
clearly—with its difliculties, and the efforts 
at its sclution. «Mere force is noi the 
solution—as Bismarck and Germany wil! 
learn—and yet a solution is all important. 

This is a ay of increased specialization of 
labor. It is this fact which now peculiarly 
presses this question to the front. By slow 
“eres we must learn to meet it. 

This very railroad problem presents some 
of its most important phases—in many as- 
pects—more than we can now deal with. 

No where is the inequality between the 
citizen and the monopolist better brought 
outthan in the huge department of rail- 
road transportation. Competition—except 
of railroad vs. railroad—caeses to exist. Be- 
tween railroads we have shown how limited 
it is, and how short lived. 

On common Toads, thé equipment was 
cheap, and there were plenty of experts; 
the only skill needed was capacity to drive 
a team, yet, even here the law controlled 
charges. There was pons of com- 
petition, and if after all you could not 
make satisfactery terms, why, then, the 
road was free. You could be your own car- 
rier. Notso with railroads. 

The track is not free—the equipments are 
expensive—it requires a great corporation 
to run it. 

With the increase of specialization in 
busit.ess comes a vastly increased necessity 
of legal control over monopoiies. Highly 
specialized road-beds, unfit for common 
wagons or carriers—specialized motive pow- 
er, locomotives propelled by steam—spe- 
cialized cxperts—men trained to run these 
engines—huge expense of original invest- 
ment—the impossibility of every man’s 
owning engines and _ rolling stock 
for his little uses—to be left over 
andon hand; all these things show the 
need of increased protection of individuals, 
to whom the rmlroad affords the only prac- 
tical transportation. 

They are now the virtual high roads; a 
fact which Wellington well said should 
never be forgotten.
